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The  Year  of  the  Anonymous  Gift  having  ended  as  the  result  of  1956  calendars 
dropping  off  sharp  on  the  twelfth  month,  then  now  being  the  time  for  another  look 
into  the  souls  of  Our  Happy  Family.  Since  early  December,  the  IBM  equipment 
has  been  running  full  steady  and  the  facts  are  right  here  indeed  proving  the  tenta- 
tive character  of  all  previous  assumptions.  However  well  educated  you  are,  how- 
ever efficient  your  gramophone  system,  however  complete  your  spices,  however 
"healthy"  you  feel  you  may  be,  41,  000  IBM  process  hours  do  not  lie!  Mental  ill- 
ness is  not  entirely  psychosomatic:  some  people  are  crazy?  In  the  first  place,  we 
know  some  people  lied  when  they  voted  for  chamber  music  over  current  show  tunes. 
And  what's  wrong  with  Walter  Winchell?  Let's  talk  FACTS: 

First,  let's  consider  whether  your  children  listen  to  KPFA's  children's  programs. 
Only  about  30%  of  you  bothered  to  answer  this  question,  and  of  those  answering, 
31%  said  Yes,  and  69%  said  No.  We  followed  this  with  the  question,  "Do  you  listen 
to  children's  programs?"  89%  of  you  answered  this  one,  33%  answering  Yes  and 
67%  No.  Several  interpretations  to  these  findings  suggest  themselves.  Either  we 
should  broadcast  our  children's  programs  later  in  the  evenings  for  the  benefit  of 
interested  adults,  or  we  might  broadcast  adult  programs  in  late  afternoon  for  the 
benefit  of  interested  children. 

We  asked  you  the  question:  Do  you  think  KPFA  should  give  room  to  any  politi- 
cal or  social  point  of  view  more  adequately  than  it  now  does?  Of  the  80%  answering, 
18%  said  Yes,  82%  said  No.  We  were  bothered  considerably  by  the  apparent  lack 
of  unanimity  on  this  point.  It  seems  to  us  that  we  either  should  or  should  not  and 
the  percentages  just  confuse  the  issue.  Our  next  question  was:  Does  KPFA  appear 
to  you  to  have  any  specific  political  or  philosophical  bias?  84%  of  you  answered, 
49%  Yes,  51%  No.  Here,  indeed,  is  our  most  distressing  finding.  We  think  demo- 
cracy is  a  good  thing,  but  this  finding  reeks  of  utter  social  ambivalence. 

In  conclusion,  here  are  a  few  more  findings,  the  implications  of  which  we 
have  to  think  out.  Just  a  simple  matter  of  our  deciding  what  the  numbers  mean!
